Much Damage and Many Deaths 
in Iowa. 

Three School houses and Many Resi- 
dences Destroyed.

Biovx Citt, In., May 4 — Sioux coun- 
ty waa devastated by a terrlBc tornado 
Friday afternoon. The storm came 
from the northwest, and struck Sioux 
Center, a small town forty- fire milea 
north of this point, at 4 o'clock.

•choolhouses and at least twenty resi- 
dences and barns near that place were 
■wept away. At the school* two teach- 
ers and three pupils were killed and 
many injured. Two women were 
found dead about « o'clock not far from 
the point where one of the school 
buildings stood. 

One man who arrived in Sioux Center 
lata in the evening* reported that his 
bouse was blown away and his family 
killed.

It is estimated 
that tiftv people must have been 
killed. The Northern train barely es- 
caped a smash up in a washout near 
Doon, but waR stopped by section men 
before it passed upon the dangerous 

As nearly as can be learned the 
towns which suffered were Perkins, 
Sibley. DOOD, Hull and Sioux Center. 
Sioux t enter and Hull were grazed 
only by tin' edge of the storm, and no 
fatalities are reported from either of 
them. The number killed at Doon 
la now stated at ten. Four or five will 
probably cover the deaths at Sibley. 

At Perkins the loss of life is said to 
have been very large, probably not lees 
than thirty or forty. This, with the 
number killed on farms about the 
oountry, must bring the nnralxr tip to 
nearly seventy-flve or one hundred.

BLOWS UP. 

Powder Mills Explode One After 
the Other. 



FWe Persons Are Thought to Hare 
Been Blown to Pieces. 



oea of Llfs woald H.t. rleen A, 
Bat For a Timely Warnlni 
Clot* by the Mills 



BotiTH Acton, Mass., May 4.— Friday 
morning one of the powder mills of 
the American Powder Co. here blew 
up. A few minutes later a seoond 
mill, situated a hundred yards away, 
also exploded. Fire, caused by the ex- 
plosion, spread to the third mill, 
known as the corning mill, and in a 
few minutes it blew up and was also 
destroyed. 

Five persons are believed to have 
been killed. The woods close by the 
mills were set on Are and burned 
fiercely, threatening the big store- 
house of the company, containing 
30,000 pounds of powder, and pre- 
venting the saving of property. Fifty 
men were employed in the mills and 
when the noise of the first explo- 
sion was heard those in the Corning 
mill, about forty in number, rushed 
from the building and escaped before 
the flames spread to the mill. The 
mills, ten in number, are separated 
from each other and enclosed by high 
board fences. The explosion of the 
first mill set fire to the surrounding 
fence and the flames soon spread to 
the second mill. In fifteen minutes 
after the first explosion three of the 
mills had been destroyed.

mention of the great land suit or Mrs. 
Elizabeth Casto of Aberdeen, O., the 
widow of Franklin Casto. against Mrs. 
Ann M. Phister and husband, the late Dr. 
John P. Phister, and Colonel Richard 
Dawson of this city, which, after pend 
laf Ave years in the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Western Distilut 
of Wisconsin, has been decided in Mrs. 
Phister's favor. 

The suit involved the title of nearly 
♦300.000 worth of land. 

It appears that in I860 William T. 
Casto. a Maysville lawyer and politician 
considerable ability and prominence, 
visited Superior, Wis., and invested in 
two small tracts of land. 

Afterward he fought a duel near 
Dover In this county on May 8th. 1863, 
with Colonel Leonidas Metcalfe. 

fought with rifles, and the 
in the death of Casto. 
At Casto's death, all bis property, in- 
cluding the Wisconsin land, descended 
his half brother, Franklin Casto, and 
his sister, Emily McCune, who was the 
divorced wife of James Froman of Lou- 
isville. 

Colonel Richard Pawson was duly ap 
pointed Administrator of the estato of 
William T. Casto, and while so acting 
Franklin Casto and wife, Elizabeth 
Casto, and Emily McCune sold and con- 
veyed for $300 the two tracts of Wiscon- 
in land to Mrs. Ann M. Phister. The 
deed was executed July 28th, 186a, and 
acknowledged before the late Judge E 
C. Phister of the Mason Circuit Court, 
and sent to Superior, Wis , and there re- 
corded. 

Afterward Mrs. Phister's agent at Su- 
;rior suggested that her deed was de- 
fective in not showing upon its face that 
n conformity to the laws 
of Kentucky, and a new deed was execu- 
ted July 11th. 1863, which was duly re 
corded in Wisconsin. 

The purchase price, (#300,) paid in 
1862, was at the time and for tlfteeu years 
afterward the full value of the land. 

With the building of railroads and the 
development or commerce on the lakes, 
the town of Superior, which was adja- 
ent to this land, took on new life, and 
along in the '80s this land began rising 
rapidly in value. 

After various offers and negotiations, 
Mrs. Phister, through her husband, Dr. 
John P. Phister, June 34th, 1890. sold one 
tract of this land to Mattiew M.Oasser 
of Duluth for 186,400. 

Before this deal could be closed and 
the money paid. Mrs. Elizabeth Casto of 
Aberdeen, hearing of the transaction, 
telegraphed the purchaser, warning him 
that all deeds purporting to be signed 
by her to Mrs. Ann M. Phister conveying 
this laud were forgeries. 

This dispatch was followed by a letter, 
and December 30th, 1890. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Casio, widow of Franklin Casto, brought 
suit lor the land tn the Lnited States 
Circuit Court for the Western District of 
Wisconsin. 

*\Mrs. Casto sought to recover on the 
allegation that the two deeds from her 
were forgeries; that there was fraud in 
the transaction of sale of this land and 
conspiracy on the part of Dr. Phister 
and Colonel Dawson to cheat and de- 
fraud Franklin Casto, who was alleged 
to be of weak mind, and also alleging in 
adequacy of consideration. 

The charge of fraud and conspiracy 
was based on the fact of Daw9on being 
the Administrator of William T. Casto. 
and the further allegation and charge 
that he (Dawson) was a secret partner in 
the purchase with Mrs. Phister. 

After pending nearly five years this 
suit was recently decided in Mrs. Phister's 
favor, and her little investment of *300 
in 1863 will now bring her *88.400 in 
money and still leave her owning one 
tract of land of about the same value aa 
the tract sold. 

Dr. Phister never lived to enjoy and 
share his wife's good fortune, as he died 
about fifteen months ago.
